For Instance, a cold in the head re- 


quires the head to he well,wrapped tip- 
either in a light woolen shawl or a 
silk handkerchief. 
A cold in the chest 


requires the application of heat in the 
form cither of a chest protector or cot- 
ton 
wadding or a 
poultice. 
A sore 


throat, if it proceeds simply from cold. 
wilt also lie speedily lelieved by the ap- 
plication of a llannel bag of" hot salt 
and tbe sucking ot" a few chlorate of 
potash lozenges. 
A cold in the chest 


can often be compb-tely cured in two 
or three days hy ivearing u hms-pro- 
i eel or. This can be made at home for 
nothing if one has the !e£ of a cast-off 
woolen stocking at hand. 


A slit must be cut to allow the head 


to pass through, and 
onf> ond •— that 


which is to caver the back—should lie 
long- enough lo i each uulte to the end 
of tht ribs behind. 
It is most impor- 


tant in treating coughs or chest colds 
to remember that tbe lungs are as easi- 
ly assailable by cold in the back as in 
the front. 
Under the libs lie the- lungs. 


This is a simple thing to ln>;n- in mind. 
Therefore cover the ribs with llannel if 
the lungs are to l>o protected. 


Some people fasten the protector on 


each shoulder with one or tivo smali 
buttons. This will certainly mako it f i t 
more neatly, but the other way will do 
very Weil. 


To make a chest protector from a 


stocking—only a good, worm, wollen 
on-! should b? used—proceed as follows: 
Cut the foot off. slit up tbe middle of 
llio back so that the Mocking makes a 
long piece In the shape of (lie diagram, 
t h e n . r u t a. slit parallel, as in the dia- 
Srntn, and (lu- "protector" Is complete.

Procure a packet of medicated 


cotton wool, also o plere of oiled >=ilk. 
Hold the 
V.-«M>| before the fire; it will 


puff out. Cover the chest and back 
with It. lay tlie silk over it and ".iand- 
ago w i t h tiannel lo keep it in place. 
This will act ns n poultice, but more 
slowly. 
H should remain on day and 


night 
(111 the patient is convalescent; 


then pick nway tho wool gradually, nnd 
substitute a piece of (lannol for It. 


When there is no one at hand to make 


and change linseed poultices properly it j 
is belter to use an artificial poultice 
like- this. 


To make a chest poultice, pour half a 


pint of 
boiling water Into a pudding 


basin, which is standing In a larger one 
half f u l l of hoi water; at Ihe same time 
sprinkle In crushed linseed, enough to 
absorb tiie boiling water. Beat t i l l the 
moss comes away clean from tho sides 
of the liapln. 
Spread with a heated 


broad knife on a piece of brown paper 
or flannel, leaving an Inch margin all 
round, and pour a little oil over tho sur- 


1 face, which win enable the beat to be 


belter bornf, 


Tbe poultice should bo kept on the 


skin with nothing between it and the 
surface of the poultice. 


The reason why hot poultices are so 


valuable in bronchitis and inflamma- 
tion of the lungs is that tho beat draws 
tho Mood from ihe internal JnJIamed 
part into the skin; the moisture helps 
lo relax the blood vessels nnd relieves
